one of the most important funct­ 
ions served by the carefully exe­ 
cution of a contract is the pre­ 
servation of business friendship. 
Nearly every day all of us are 
making agreement* with our fel­ 
low citizens We base our plans 
and decisions on the faith that 
such agreements will be caiTied 
out The grocer delivers food to 
us, rely mu on our promise to pay 
at a later date We go to work j 
each week on the faith of our ( 
employer's agreement to pay at 
the end of the week or month. Our 
whole system of free enterprise 
and trade is based, to a large ex­ 
tent. upon mutual agreements or 
promises to do something in the 
future 
Oral or written, such agreements

Probably 
that we enter Into a verbal agree­ 
ment that is just as binding as a 
v ritten contract The Import-ant

Usually you will find that the 
best way to do this is to put it into 
a written contract. Exact terms of 
an oral contract may be difficult 
to establish 
if a disagreement 
arises. 
It is easy enough to define a 
contract as an agreement between 
two or more people where each of 
the parties does 
something 
o r 
promises to do something in return 
for the act or promise of the 
other. Thereal problem is to be 
actually certain that each party 
has agreed to do. 
Suppose Mr. Householder has 
a piece of paper on 
which

written the heading 
'‘Proposal”

"We will build a garage for you 
on your lot for the estimated price 
of $800. work to be done in a 
workmanlike manner.
